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LIVING HELL FOR 
DISABLED TENANT 

Multiple sclerosis sufferer’s bathroom and kitchen ceilings have both collapsed 



A DISABLED man is being forced to live 
in an unsafe flat, despite repeated appeals 
to the housing association which owns it. 

During the past 18 months, Peter Bray, 57, has 
seen the ceiling collapse in both the bathroom 
and kitchen of his one-bedroom flat in Eleanor 
Close, Tottenham. 

While the bathroom has been patched up with 
plasterboard, the kitchen is beyond repair, says 
friend and neighbour Anthony Michael, who 
carried out the work. 

As well as water dripping down through the 
ceiling, he is worried about his friend tripping 
over the extension cable which is being run 
through to operate his fridge. 

And he says that Mr Bray, who is unsteady on 
his feet due to multiple sclerosis, is suffering 
mentally, too, due to the ongoing problems. 

Mr Michael says that they have contacted 
housing association Family Mosaic 122 times 
over the past 18 months. 

While he says that people have been to clear 
up fallen plaster in the bathroom, as well as 
removing a light from the leaking bathroom, they 
effectively “don’t care”. 

He told the Advertiser. “I have called Family 
Mosaic 122 times and spoken to 15 to 20 people. 
I said that he should be compensated for lost food 
and that he has no arrears. But they just say he 
should have contents insurance to cover that. 

“A manager came down, but they said to me 
they don’t care as long as they get the money. 

“I have been trying to help him, because he 
doesn’t have anyone else. I check on Peter four 
or five times a day because I am worried about 
his safety. 

“He has stayed with us, I have put him in 
B&Bs - I have the receipts for that - and he has 
lost food and personal effects. 

“Peter spent £1,200 having the bathroom fixed 
because he needs a special bath, but when half the 
ceiling fell in, that was destroyed. 

“I took a humidifier in and that was working 


until a 20ft by 15ft section of the kitchen ceiling 
fell in and damaged that. 

“Family Mosaic say that they have been and 
‘made the flat safe’, but it is not safe. 

“It is starting to affect Peter’s mental health. 

“We are now taking things further and are 
contacting MP David Lammy and a solicitor.” 

Family Mosaic yesterday apologised for the 
problems which Mr Bray had faced and said that 
it would be moving quickly to carry out repairs. 

In a statement, the firm said: “We are sorry for 
any inconvenience experienced by Mr Bray. 
Family Mosaic are committed to protecting the 
health and safety of our residents, which is why 
we have acted quickly to make the property safe 
each time an issue was reported by Mr Bray. 

“We have had surveyors and contractors visit 
the property each time an issue was reported and 
any risk to Mr Bray carefully considered. We will 
continually review the risks to Mr Bray’s health 
and safety. 


“We apologise for delays in fully repairing and 
reinstating the bathroom and kitchen ceiling. We 
carried out works in July to the property above 
Mr Bray’s to repair and prevent any leaks. 

“Unfortunately, it would seem a further leak 
has led to problems with Mr Bray’s kitchen ceiling. 
Issues getting access to the above property have 
led to delays in rectifying it. 

“One of our staff members was at Mr Bray’s 
property this morning and we are taking 
emergency actions to ensure that we can resolve 
the cause of any leaks or damage to Mr Bray’s 
property. We envisage that any leaks or other 
causes will be fixed today and that Mr Bray’s 
kitchen will be fully repaired by next Friday. 

“Should we feel that at anytime it is unsafe for 
Mr Bray to remain in the property, we will 
offer to temporarily move him into alternative 
accommodation. 

“We will closely communicate with Mr Bray so 
that he is aware of what is happening.”

MPs call for 
crisis debate 


Tory 

Iraq

ENFIELD North MP Nick de Bois and his Conservative 
colleague in Enfield Southgate David Burrowes have 
issued fresh calls for Prime Minister David Cameron to 
recall Parliament over the crisis in northern Iraq. 

Following a letter sent to Mr Cameron last Sunday, in 
which they said the severity of the crisis imposed on 
Parliament “a moral obligation” to it be “properly 
debated”, this week the Tory duo said that the need for 
MPs - who are not due to return to the House of 
Commons until September 1 - to vote on Britain’s 
involvement was “growing by the day”. 

The situation in northern Iraq has escalated in recent 
weeks with the advance of Islamic State militants, who 
control large areas of Syria and northern Iraq, home to 
millions of Kurds, where it has been reported religious 
and ethnic minorities have been killed on a mass scale. 

Referring to the 1994 genocide in central Africa, the 
situation was described by Mr de Bois as “another 
Rwanda waiting to happen”. 

“The issue is so important that Parliament’s involve¬ 
ment is critical, so that all the options, military and 
humanitarian, can be properly debated,” he said. 

“This is an important region strategically for Britain, 
which has a massive interest in a good political outcome 
as well as a solution to the humanitarian crisis.” 

An emergency session would also allow discussion of 
developments in Gaza, he added. 

Mr de Bois, who met members of Enfield’s Kurdish 
community yesterday, said it did not automatically 
follow from his stance that he was in favour of British 
military involvement. 

In August last year, the Prime Minister recalled MPs

from their summer break early to vote on whether the 
UK should join the US in air strikes on Syria - and 
was forced to back down after Labour and a number of 
coalition MPs, including Mr de Bois, refused to support 
the proposal. 

This time round Mr Cameron has resisted calls to 
reconvene the Commons. 

Mr Burrowes said: “If Parliament was recalled, 
politicians would get proper legal advice and can 
consider all options. At the moment we are all spectators 
and commentators from afar.” 

Edmonton MP Andy Love, who is on holiday in Spain, 
said: “If further action needs to be taken, then that 
absolutely needs to be debated in Parliament - but at 
present the focus must be humanitarian. 

“I remain unconvinced of the need for military action 
and would continue to oppose boots on the ground.” 


Owners fined 
for dog mess 

A COUNCIL chief has hit out at those who 
let their pets foul the streets after three dog 
owners had to fork out more than £1,600 
in total for failing to scoop the poop. 

Cabinet member for the environment 
Chris Bond says that owners should now 
see that the council is prepared to 
prosecute people who are caught letting 
their dogs make a mess. 

Robert Wiggs, of South Street, Ponders 
End, did not pay an on-the-spot £80 fine 
after he was caught by a police community 
support officer letting his dog foul a grassy 
area in Ponders End Recreation Ground 
on January 22. He pleaded guilty by post 
on August 7 and was ordered to pay the fine, 
a £20 victim surcharge and £150 in costs. 

Lorrie-Anne Fenton-Paul, of Grampian 
House, Edmonton Green, did not appear 
for her hearing at Enfield Magistrates’ 
Court on July 17 after she was reported 
by two PCSOs in January while she 
was walking her dog in Menon Drive, 
Edmonton. She was fined £200 in her 
absence and ordered to pay £354.10 costs 
and a £20 victim surcharge 

Franco Vignales, of Ramney Drive, 
Enfield Lock, was found guilty in his 
absence on July 31 and fined £400 and 
ordered to pay £345.10 costs and a £40 
victim surcharge. 

Mr Bond said: “Not only were these dog 
owners revolting for failing to clean up 
after their animals, they were also 
irresponsible. By refusing to take 
responsibility for their own actions and 
failing to pay their fixed penalty notices, 
they have ended up being prosecuted for 
failing to pay their debt to society and will 
now have to fork out much more.”

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Deported Yashika 
pays tribute to 
school for success 


THE Palmers Green student who was deported 
to her native country of Mauritius in April has 
expressed gratitude to her former school after 
passing her A-levels - but it is unclear whether 
or not she will be reunited with her family who 
remain here. 

Yashika Bageerathi, 19, formerly of Fox Lane, 
was removed from the UK just weeks before she 
was due to sit the exams at Oasis Academy 
Hadley, in South Street, Ponders End. 

Oasis UK, the umbrella organisation which 
runs the school, refused to comment on whether 
the aspiring mathematician was planning to 
continue her studies in Britain. 

She had received offers from five universities 
and had applied for scholarships at Queen 
Mary’s, in east London, and Newcastle. 

In a statement Yashika, who sat exams in 
maths, further maths, chemistry and French, 
said: “I am very grateful to a number of people 
who have made today happen. 

“Although so many things have not worked out 
as I had hoped, it was a privilege to be able to sit 
British A-levels and ensure my years of hard 
work did not go to waste. I really want to thank 
the staff and students of Oasis Academy Hadley.” 

Yashika came to the UK in 2011 with her 
mother, brother and sister in what the school 
said was an attempt to escape violence from a 
drug-dealing relative. 

She was deported after her claim for asylum in 
the UK was dealt with separately from her

family’s after she turned 18 last year. The Home 
Office refused several appeals for her to stay 
in the UK and ignored emotional pleas made by 
the Save Yashika campaign, which was led by 
her fellow pupils and received widespread 
media coverage. 

The teenager made it clear that she would not 
be giving media interviews and added that she 
was looking forward to “leaving the turbulence, 
controversy and attention behind”.

AN “inspiring” student from Palmers Green is 
off to university to study law after securing 
excellent A-level grades - just three years after 
she started learning English. 

Hosanna Makanda, 20, of Rayleigh Road, 
learned she got an A*, two As and a B in her 
A-levels in French, English language and litera¬ 
ture and sociology when the results were 
announced last week. 

Next month she will take up a place at the 
University of Birmingham to start a degree 
course in law with French law. 

Hosanna’s achievement was described as 
“remarkable” by the director of her sixth form at 
City and Islington College as she spoke only a 
few words of English when she came to the 
UK from the Democratic Republic of Congo, in 
central Africa, in July 2011.

Hosanna and her 
two sisters were not able to join their parents 
until three years ago. 

“When I was living in the capital Kinshasa, my 
education was regularly disrupted because of the 
war in the east of the country and I was so happy 
when I could join my parents,” said Hosanna. 

“I only spoke a few words of English, but when 
I came here I had a strong determination to 
succeed because of the situation back home.” 

Hosanna enrolled on an ESOL course at the 
Islington college’s Centre for Lifelong Learning

before progressing to A-levels. “I am so happy to 
get these results,” she added. “I have had an 
amazing journey at the college, from knowing no 
English to getting these results. My teachers 
have helped me so much, to believe in myself 
and become passionate about my subjects. 

Asked about her plans for the future, Hosanna 
said: “I have always wanted to be a lawyer. 
Growing up in situations where I often had 
no one to defend me, now I want to be there 
for others.” 

Director of the Sixth Form College Keren 
Abse added: “Hosanna’s story is remark¬ 
able and she is a unique and inspiring 
student. She has worked very hard and her 
teachers have done a great job supporting 
her. I am pleased that she has got her first- 
choice university place.”

ASSEMBLY halls echoed with shrieks of 
delight on Thursday morning last week as 
A-level students celebrated their results. 

While many teenagers were still in bed, 
18-year-old Frida Arthur had already picked 
up her ticket to university by collecting her 
results at Lea Valley High School, in 
Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield, at 7am. 

Having gained two As and a B in psychol¬ 
ogy, English literature and French, Frida will 
start a degree in international linguistics at 
University College London in October. 

She was thrilled that two years of hard work 
had paid off. And Frida said that she knew 
what she wanted to do after going to an open 
day at UCL two years ago. 

“The lecturers were so passionate about 
what they did,” she said. 

Equally excited at the prospect of striking 
out on her own come October was fellow Lea 
Valley High student Shirley Bekker. 

The 18-year-old gained an A* grade and 
two As in biology, chemistry and maths - 


enough to secure a place at Cambridge 
University to study natural sciences. 

“My parents inspired me to work hard for 
this,” she said. “And in this school, it’s as if 
there is an aura of success - every single one 
of the teachers wants the best for you.” 

Another Lea Valley 18-year-old, Jack 
Warren, is off to Leeds University to study 
chemical engineering after bagging an A* 
and two As in chemistry, physics and maths. 

“Last year, my parents were proud when I 
did well in my AS-levels and I wanted to 
work hard to recreate that for them,” he said. 

Meanwhile, at St Anne’s Catholic High 
School, in Oakthorpe Road, Palmers Green, 
18-year-old Precious Robinson-Bailey was 
celebrating a place at Westminster University 
to study business management thanks to an 
A grade in sociology and Bs in religious 
studies and theatre studies. 

“I was only predicted Cs, but I always knew 
that I wanted to go to university,” she said. 

Across the borough, 98.2 per cent of the 
A-levels entered resulted in a pass - an 
improvement on last year’s pass rate of 97.9 
per cent and above this year’s national average.

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Calls to reject solar panels 
scheme on green belt land

A PROPOSAL to put up almost ten hectares 
of solar panels on a farm in the green belt 
would be “wrong” for Enfield, according to a 
conservation group. 

Dave Cockle, chairman of the Enfield Society, 
told the Advertiser that the proposal for a 
15.2 MW solar farm covering 9.28 hectares on 
Sloemans Farm, off Whitewebbs Road, could set a 
disastrous precedent for preserving the borough’s 
green belt. 

“Green energies are to be commended, but this 
is the green belt - it is the wrong place for some¬ 
thing on this scale,” he said. 

“My view echoes that of the London Plan, 
which says that the green belt exists to prevent 
urban sprawl and that it should be used to farm 
foods that can feed London. 

“We should all be trying to reduce food miles as 
much as possible - and we could do that by using 
this land for agriculture.” 

The planning application, which has been sub¬ 
mitted to Enfield Council, includes an ecological 
assessment, which states that “the development at 
time of writing predicts impacts only on the fields 
and not on the pond or hedgerows, which are both 
habitats of principal importance”. 

A report, submitted with the planning applica¬ 
tion, goes on to say that the fields and ponds have 
the potential to support a number of “protected 
and notable species” and advises that further stud¬ 
ies would be needed to determine whether any 
barn owls, great crested newts, badgers or hares 
live on the site. 

However, Green Party activist Douglas Coker 


welcomed the move for one of the first large-scale 
installations of renewable energies in the borough. 

He said: “We should be looking at this in the 
bigger context. We need to get away from our 
reliance on fossil fuels and nuclear power and this 
is an ideal situation. 

“These solar panels can only really be seen from 
the M25 and from what I understand the land can 
still be used for agricultural purposes.” 

Mr Coker said he understood the Enfield Soci¬ 
ety’s concerns over the development, but that as 
the site is partly hidden, the benefits to the 
borough outweigh any damage to the green belt. 

“We believe this could be a good solution,” he 


explained. “But we don’t want to let Enfield 
Council off the hook. 

“There are things they should be doing every¬ 
where in the borough - they could look at the 
Solar Schools programme, they should think 
about vertical wind turbines on buildings and they 
should think about using more things such as 
ground heat pumps such as the one they use to 
heat Enfield Town library.”

Recycling plant 
could create up 
to 60 new jobs 

AS MANY as 60 jobs could be created in 
the east of the borough after work started 
on a state-of-the-art recycling plant. 

Recycling company Powerday has begun 
work on the £10million scheme in Jeffreys 
Road, Brimsdown. 

The large materials recycling facility will 
be built on the site of the recycling plant 
which Powerday currently operates there. 

A spokeswoman from the company said 
the plant would produce recycled materials 
by extracting them from waste before 
turning the remainder into renewable fuels, 
which will be supplied directly to Enfield. 

The plant is expected to be completed by 
April 2015 and will then process 330,000 
tonnes of commercial and construction 
waste from across the capital each year. 

The aim is to reduce the amount of waste 
going to landfill annually. 

Mark Bensted, managing director of 
Powerday, said: “We are delighted to be 
able to start construction of this site. 

“The plant will provide an environmental 
solution which supports industry in the 
capital and avoids the additional transport 
distances and environmental impact 
involved in landfill.” 

Welcoming the prospect of green jobs in 
the borough, Alan Sitkin, cabinet member 
for economic development, said: “This is 
a real boost for Enfield’s green economy, 
which continues to go from strength 
to strength.”

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Cat Hill developers warned 
over lorry dirt on the roads

DEVELOPERS have quashed rumours 
that they have been forced to stop 
work immediately on a controversial 
housing development after breaching 
council codes. 

Protesters objecting to the building of 
a 231-home development on the site of a 
former university campus in Cat Hill, in 
Cockfosters, on the border of Enfield 
and Barnet were on the verge of 
celebrating after Enfield Council 
released a statement saying it had 
ordered work on the site to be halted. 

A council spokeswoman said: “Devel¬ 
opers Quadrant Construction were 
ordered to stop work after council offi¬ 
cers found the public highway had been 
left in a filthy state by lorries entering 
and leaving the site.” 

The statement went on to say that after 
visiting the site on August 7, inspectors 
discovered that wheel washing was not 
being carried out - meaning mud and 
debris were scattered by lorries all over 
the junction of Cat Hill and Chase Side. 

“Enfield Council ordered all vehicle 
movements on and off the site to stop,” 
the statement continued.

inspection date the company had been 
reminded to continue wheel washing 
procedures, but that work on the site had 
been continuous and had not stopped at 
any point. 

He said: “Work is continuing on our 
Cat Hill development to create well- 
designed homes that match the character 
of the area. 

“We remain committed to ensuring 
that our contractors’ work complies with 
the important rules and regulations that 
govern all construction schemes.” 

In the light of the company’s emphatic 
denial that it had been censured, Chris 


Bond, the council’s cabinet member for 
environment, chose to send a strong 
message of condemnation to developers. 

He said: “We aren’t going to allow 
developers to scatter building site debris 
all over our roads because they can’t be 
bothered to install proper cleaning facil¬ 
ities for vehicles leaving their sites. 

“It’s not acceptable and we made our 
views very clear in this case. 

“Residents living near this site have to 
tolerate the building work going on.

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Cafe volunteers undeterred by break-in 


VOLUNTEERS who run a park cafe 
remain determined to keep serving 
their customers despite being targeted 
by burglars. 

Ema Mortimer and Sarah Cotton 
devote their time and energy to the 
Palmers Greenery cafe, in Broomfield 
Park, Palmers Green, on Wednesdays, 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

The cafe opened last year after a 
group of residents living close to the 
park submitted a plan to Enfield 
Council to run the cafe as a healthy 
eating, not-for-profit venture to be 
staffed by volunteers. 

But on Monday last week, Ema and 
Sarah discovered that burglars had broken 
into the cafe and taken the cash box, 
coffee machine and some stock. 


In an email sent to everyone on the 
committee of the Friends of Broomfield 
Park, Ema revealed that the intruders 
had left an “amazing mess”. 

She said: “We were broken, disheartened 
and down, but then the Greenery spirit 
stepped up, we cleaned and fixed up, 
made good and threw away all that they 
had tried to destroy - and we are ready 
to be open serving the community as 
usual.” 

She added: “I think it is important not 
to be deterred when things like this 
happen. Communities break down when 
negative things take place and people 
get despondent and give up. 

“At the Palmers Greenery, we want 
to model a new way of doing things, a 
positive community spirit, and to bring 


all people together in the good times 
and the bad. 

“Petty crime will always be present, 
so it’s the community’s responsibility 
to pull together as they did last week 
after our incident.” 

Nigel Thorogood, the chairman of the 
friends group, praised the team for their 
determination to keep going. 

He said: “That is the spirit of all the 
volunteers. They are not going to be put 
off by this. No matter what they are 
going to keep serving the community.” 

The profits from the cafe are usually 
ploughed into making improvements in 
the park, but the volunteers say they will 
now have to use that money to repair 
and replace the equipment which was 
damaged or lost in the break-in.

Jewish charity shop targeted 


A JEWISH charity has expressed 
dismay over newspaper clippings 
about the Gaza conflict that were 
stuck to the front of one of its 
shops in Southgate. 

The shop, in Chase Side, is run 
by Norwood, which supports 
vulnerable children, families and 
people with learning disabilities. 


Norwood said that the clippings 
had appeared on several occasions 
over the past three weeks. 

A spokesman for the charity 
said: “It is very distressing that 
these attacks have been made on 
a charity that supports some of 
the most vulnerable members of 
the community.” 


Southgate Synagogue, in Old Farm 
Avenue, which is believed to have 
taken place between Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning. 

Rabbi Daniel Epstein said that 
the attack had upset members of 
the synagogue. 

And it has prompted a strong 
response by Enfield Southgate MP 
David Burrowes, who said that the 
“anti-Semitic attack” had left him 
“appalled and dismayed”. 

It is thought the incident was 
sparked by Israel’s actions in Gaza. 

Rabbi Epstein told the Advertiser: 
“I am saddened that this incident 
has upset members of our synagogue 
and I recognise the heightened 
tensions that the community is 
feeling at this time.” 

Rosalind Goulden, chairwoman of 
the synagogue, added: “This type of 
behaviour goes against British 
values proudly upheld by the 
Jewish community. 

“We are proud of the contribution 


made by our members to the 
enhancement of civic life in the 
Enfield area over generations.” 

Mr Burrowes, who is a member 
of the Anti-Semitism All Party Par¬ 
liamentary Group and the Conserv¬ 
ative Friends of Israel, said: “The 
only explanation is that it was sadly 
an anti-Semitic attack fermented by 
anti-Israel criticisms. 

“I utterly condemn the attack. The 
increasing number of anti-Semitic 
attacks since the Gaza crisis high¬ 
lights that criticism of Israel can be 
used as a pretext for anti-Semitism. 

“This nasty attack has no place in 
Enfield Southgate, or the nation.” 

A spokeswoman for Enfield 
Police said the incident was being 
treated as a hate crime and that 
additional patrols were being 
carried out by officers. 

She added: “Currently, no sus¬ 
pects have been identified for this 
investigation. The matter is being 
taken very seriously.”

Once they had left, the woman discovered that 
£51 had been taken from her purse. 

The first man is described as white and aged 
between 30 and 40 years old. He had a strong 
Irish accent and was wearing a faded blue top. 

The other man is also white, smaller than his 
accomplice with a stocky or muscular build and 
was wearing a zipped-up tweed-coloured 
bomber jacket.

Man sought over abuse on train 


POLICE have released a CCTV image of a man 
they would like to speak to in connection with 
an incident on a train between Enfield Chase 
and Hornsey. 

A woman, in her 30s, was subjected to verbal 
abuse from a man, who also touched himself 
inappropriately while sitting opposite her. 

British Transport Police said that the woman, 
from Hornsey, was travelling on a London-bound 
train between 2.30pm and 3pm on May 21. 

Although she was the only passenger in the 
last carriage of the First Capital Connect 
train, a man who got on at Enfield Chase station 
sat down opposite her. 

Officers said that the man touched himself in 
a sexual manner as well as making inappropriate 
comments to the woman until another passenger 
boarded the train at Alexandra Palace. 

When the woman got off at Hornsey, the man 
shouted insults at her. 

Investigating officer PC Ruth Taylor, of 
British Transport Police, said: “As well as being 
completely inappropriate, this behaviour was 
hugely intimidating for the victim.

A COMEDIAN from Enfield has made 
it through to the final in a stand-up 
competition for promising jokers.

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Lunchtime stroll unearths ancient urn

A CHANCE discovery during a lunchtime walk 
unearthed a stone urn which had been missing for 
more than 20 years. 

The urn, which is believed to date back to the 
1920s, was found by Alex Farris, the new green 
spaces manager for Lee Valley Regional Park, in 
a ditch beside Turkey Brook, Enfield. 

He was walking through the area between Forty 
Hall and his office at Myddelton House. 


The urn, which originally belonged to collector 
and horticulturist EA Bowles, is the missing twin 
of another in a collection at Myddelton House, in 
Bulls Cross. 

Mr Farris told the Advertiser about the moment 
when he spotted the urn in the ditch. 

“It was unmistakeably something special,” he 
said. “I knew at once it wasn’t from Forty Hall, I 
knew that these kinds of stone vases can be very 
valuable and obviously I knew that it shouldn’t 
be there. 

“I thought ‘Well, it has either been stolen from 


a garden, or it is from Myddelton House’.” 

Mr Farris did not want to move the heavy stone 
urn, so he took a photograph and when he 
returned to his office he showed it to senior gar¬ 
dener Bryan Hewitt. 

Mr Hewitt instantly recognised the urn as the 
second of a pair that had once featured promi¬ 
nently in a collection of artefacts belonging to 
EA Bowles. 

Although the two men could not work out how 
the urn had ended up in a ditch, Mr Farris feels 
that it could have been as the result of a botched 


robbery. “It seems as though someone maybe tried 
to steal it - but couldn’t carry it as far as they 
thought they could, so ended up just ditching it in 
a field,” he speculated. 

Mr Farris admitted that uncovering the urn had 
brought out something of the amateur treasure 
hunter in him. 

But he insisted that he would not be spending 
future lunch breaks roaming the grounds with a 
metal detector on the off-chance of uncovering 
more of Bowles’ missing treasure. 

“I am really happy to have been able to add to 
the heritage of the site and while we have no idea 
how valuable it is financially, it is hugely 
valuable to the collection to be able to reunite a 
pair of beautiful stone vases,” he added.

“The first class I had over 20 people 
came along to it,” he said.

Death of ‘history giant’ who 
devoted himself to Enfield

THE borough has lost a “local history giant” in 
David Pam, who died on Sunday, aged 94. 

Mr Pam, a self-taught historian, was well 
known for chronicling the history of the borough, 
the walks he organised and his prominent 
involvement in both the Enfield Society and the 
Edmonton Hundred Historical Society. 

He was born in Edmonton in 1920 and lived in 
the borough all his life. 

A great-grandfather, Mr Pam had lived at Holly 
House care home, in Queen Anne’s Place, Bush 
Hill Park, for the two years before his death. 

In the 1950s he worked as a reference librarian 
in Edmonton Library before becoming Enfield 
Council’s local history and museum officer. 

He set up the Enfield Museum Service in 1975 
and after retiring in 1982 he devoted himself to 
writing a number of history books. 

The Story of Enfield Chase was followed by a 
History of Enfield in three volumes - A Parish 
Near London, A Victorian Suburb and A 
Desirable Neighbourhood, all of which were 
published by the Enfield Society. 

He also wrote a book about the history of the 
Royal Small Arms Factory in Enfield Lock. 

Mr Pam taught himself medieval Latin so he 
could study from original sources and was often 
found carrying out research at the National 
Archives in Kew, west London. 

Dave Cockle, chairman of the Enfield Society, 
said: “It is very sad to hear he has passed away. 

“He was a very meticulous man when it came 
to writing his books. They were well-researched, 
always spot-on.” 

Kate Godfrey, from the council’s local studies 
unit, said: “David Pam was an intellectual and an 
academic, who should have held a post at a 
prestigious university, but he chose to devote 
himself to writing the history of Enfield.

“There was no mistaking his brilliant mind. He 
was a local history giant.” 

Mr Pam’s eldest daughter, Christine Combe, 
63, described her father as a “gentle, lovely man”. 

“He was a kind man all round,” she said. “He 
was a self-taught man. He didn’t achieve much at 
school, but he loved poetry, church architecture 
and history.” 


Mr Pam is survived by his wife Maisie, 92, 
with whom he celebrated their 65th wedding 
anniversary in May, two daughters, four grand¬ 
children and two great-grandchildren.

Parc life is perfect for a family break

I GUESS you could call me a late starter. I was 
almost 20 before I went out for my first curry, it 
was around a decade later before I first set foot 
in Ikea and, until last weekend, I had never been 
to Center Parcs. 

They have been operating in the UK for more 
than 25 years - with the newest, Woburn Forest, 
only opening in the spring of this year. 

Having heard good things about the family- 
friendly short break venues, it was to the new site 
in the Bedfordshire countryside that we headed. 

Less than an hour’s drive from north London, it 
is very easily accessible, but due to its location in 
woodland north of Flitwick, it feels like you could 
be miles from anywhere. 

Before friends had visited, one thing I had 
erroneously thought about Center Parcs is that 
once you’re in, everything is included. That’s not 
the case, but a holiday there certainly doesn’t 
need to break the bank. 

You can hire bikes or take your own, eat in one 
of the restaurants on site or have a barbecue 
back at your lodge and pick and choose from the 
hundreds of activities on offer. 

The Subtropical Swimming Paradise at the heart 
of the park, with its water chutes and wave pools, 
is included in the price - and Woburn Forest is 
also just a nice place to wander round and 
explore. Just beware the hills. 

We experienced some teething problems when 
we arrived as the keys on the lodge we had 
booked wouldn’t work. No problem at all: the very 
helpful members of staff changed us to another - 
and it turned out to be four bedrooms rather than 
three, so even better. 

I can’t praise the staff highly enough. They were 
all very friendly, efficient and almost falling over 


themselves to help us, and any problem was met 
with an apology and an immediate solution. 

With our 13-month-old son coming with plenty 
of baggage, we decided to lighten the load and 
hire bikes when we got there. 

With everything from mountain bikes to kids’ 
bikes, trikes to trailers, and even mobility scooters 
available, there is something for everyone. 

I took a while adjusting to the fact I had a trailer 
behind my bike and clonked a couple of posts on 
the way back to the lodge, but soon got the hang 
of it. Little mister in the back loved it, and with a 
five-point harness was securely strapped in. 

You certainly don’t need a bike to get around, 
but walking from one side of the site to the other 
takes about 20 minutes, so it certainly cuts down 
on the time getting from place to place. 

With the Subtropical Swimming Paradise 
included in the price, it would’ve been rude not 
to test the water. There isn’t any real scope for 
doing lengths, but that’s not really what you go 
for. Instead, it’s all about the water chutes - which 


the bigger kids (and adults) seemed to be loving. 

Our pint-sized paddler is a bit too small for those 
and while the toddlers’ pool was a little chilly, he 
loved the wave pool and the jets of water there. 
It was just dad and grandad who got a soaking 
as he splashed around happily. 

You could spend all day there, moving from 
wave pool to the chutes and from spa pool to the 
outdoor canyon rides, as well as enjoying a bite 
to eat at the cafe. However, you’d miss out on so 
much else by just doing that. 

As well as selling itself as a place for families, 
Woburn Forest is also making plenty of noise 
about its Aqua Sana spa - and quite rightly, too, 
as it’s a great place to get away from all the 
hustle and bustle and relax. It’s not restricted to 
Center Parcs guests either as you can just book 
in for a one-day spa experience. 

My wife and her mum came back refreshed and 
glowing from their World of Spa session, which 
took them through various rooms and experiences 
from fire to ice, with refreshments thrown in. 


And then my wife and I enjoyed a Harmony Dual 
Treatment, comprising massage and facial. Totally 
new experiences to me, but with relaxing music 
playing in the background and expert hands work¬ 
ing their magic, I could’ve happily laid there all day. 

All that cycling, swimming and, well, lying 
around relaxing is bound to make you hungry, but 
happily there are loads of places to eat on site. 

Spread across the Plaza and Village, there’s 
something for everyone, whether you want a curry 
pancakes or some pub grub. Purely by luck, rather 
than judgement, we chose Huck’s American diner. 
And I don’t think we could have picked better. 

Having a huge appetite, I’m always miffed to find 
white space around the edge of my plate when 
eating out. No danger of that here, though. And 
the quality matched the quantity with the burgers, 
steaks and ribs all cooked to perfection. 

What really stood out for me was how child- 
friendly Huck’s is. There were crayons and bal¬ 
loons on arrival, play areas out the back for kids 
and also various computer games. 

After all that, the crucial question is: would I go 
back to Center Parcs? Having not known what to 
expect, I was very pleasantly surprised. The staff, 
accommodation and activities were all excellent. 
Obviously, being a relatively new venue, a couple 
of teething troubles are only to be expected. The 
mark of a good place is how they are handled, 
and here it was very well. So, yes, I would go 
back - especially when the little ’un is a bit older 
and can really enjoy everything on offer.

The power and the glory

V AUXHALL has been selling VXR8s in 
the UK for some years, and each 
iteration is more powerful than the 
previous one. 

Closely based on an HSV (the performance 
arm of Holden in Australia), the VXR8 delivers a 
calculator-busting 576bhp from its 6.2-litre 
supercharged V8, making it the cheapest car 
you can buy new with more than 500bhp - and 
considerably less than similarly-powered rivals. 

There is a sharp new exterior with more vents 
and grilles to keep everything cool, upgraded 
brakes and clever new dampers that allow a 
broad range of adjustment. Inside there’s an 
updated cabin with some smart new features. 

Compared to some of the sophisticated 
European opposition, the VXR8 can look a bit 
obvious. Finished in a vibrant orange hue, the 
big rear wing, fat wheelarches and bright LED 
rear lights make it hard to miss. More subtle 
colours tone it down a little especially when you 
factor in the black wheels - and there’s no 


doubt that the shape is dripping with menace. 

To those in the know, the VXR8 badge means 
serious performance - and those who aren’t 
will be too busy trying to read the badge on the 
rump as you disappear into the distance in a 
haze of tyre smoke. Its image is a strong point. 

The long wheelbase means there’s a stack of 
room on the inside and near-limousine levels of 
legroom, while the boot is a healthy 496 litres. 

The quality of the cabin is decent, if not 
exceptional, but there are plenty of toys 
including a very comprehensive data system 
within the touchscreen. 

The seats are also worthy of special mention. 
They are supportive, extremely comfortable 
and perfect for long distances. 

The VXR8 is a high-performance machine, 
but the large capacity V8 means it can do 
comfortable cruising, too. With so much torque, 
you can bumble around in a high gear - and it’s 
surprisingly quiet when you’re taking it easy. 

But it really comes into its own when you 
stretch that glorious 6.2-litre motor. The noise 
is fantastic and the way it pulls so hard in 


every single gear is incredible. It dominates the 
experience and is all the better for it. 

Despite its size, it is controlled and capable 
when you’re pressing on and even though all 
that power is going through the rear wheels 
alone, traction is excellent. 

Yet, if you want to play the hooligan, it will do 
that as well. You get the impression that the 
VXR8 is on your side and wants to have fun. 

It’s hard to argue the VXR8 is anything other 
than value for money. The figures tell one story - 
an electronically limited 155mph, 0-62mph in 
4.2 seconds and that 576bhp for £54,499. 

There’s a big touchscreen with sat-nav, a 
good audio system and the very comprehensive 
data logger, plus the things that everyone can 
enjoy such as leather seats and dual zone 
climate control. 

The VXR8 is refreshingly honest and unpre¬ 
tentious in a segment where way too much 
prominence is given to the roundel on the front. 
As well as performance, you get a perfectly 
serviceable family car, although you’ll need a 
few quid to keep it full of fuel, of course.
